FRESH CHARGES. 


(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 

The hearing was resumed of what has come 
to be known as the “owl gang ”’ case, in 
which John T. Purdon, a retired bank mana- 
ger; his married daughter, Mrs. Nolan,’ and 
her children, Claude and Hyacinth, were 
charged by Inspector Cuddihy and. ~Detec- 
tives Keelan and Byrne with a series_ of 
thefts oí bieyeles, overcoats, rugs and imis- 
cellaneous property in the city towards the 
end of last vear. 

Further new charges were put forward by 


ear Cuddihy yesterday.” 


Mr. P. J, Treddyn (instructed by. Mr. 
McCracken) represented the Nolans, 

Mr. E. Burne, solicitor, appeared for 
Mrs. Mary Byrne, Cole's lane, a dealer; who 
was charged with receiving & fur coat, the 
subject of one of the charges against: Mr. 
Purdon and the Nolans. | 

At the opening of the case the Justice 
observed that it made a “' record,”’ inasmuch 
as there were now thirty-one charge sheets 
involved, —. | | 

Inspector Cuddihy gave evidence of read- 
ing over the new charges to the defendants. 
In all cases Mr.. Purdon said that he knew 
nothing about them, and Mrs, Nolan also 
denied knowledge. Claude admitted some of 
the charges, and Hyacinth said. that,. she 
assisted in some of the offences. With re- 
gard to the Windy Arbour charge, which 
would follow, both Claude and Hyacinth 
admitted having been in the house, 

In reply to Mr. Troddyn, the Inspector 
said that Mrs. Nolan did not show any un- 
willingness to tell anything she knew, 

MISSING PROPERTY. 

Mr. .Augustus Mav, manager of Messrs. 
Woolworth’s Stores, Grafton street, deposed 
to the identification of property belonging 
to the stores at Rathmines Police Station. 
The value was £2. k 

Mr. John D. Hollingwav, Cowper road, 
Rathmines, gave evidence of the loss ofa 
rug, valued at. £1 (now produced and identi- 
fied), in June last. 

Detective Keelan deposed to finding the 
property just identified at the house in. Moyne 
road, Rathmines, occupied by defendants, The 
rug was found in a Kingstown pawn Office, 

The pawnbroker in question deposed that 
the rug, with another ove, was pledged for 
the sum. of 6s. ener tier 
The Justice quoted from the diary which 
was found in the house: “The object of the 
gang is to steal and. be bad.’’ 

Detective Keclaa continued his evidence 
regarding the finding of an overcoat, scarf, 
two pawn tickets for another coat and rug, 
and a cooker pan, with grill, in the house. 

A city pawnbroker gave evidence of the 
pawning of an overcoat last June, 

Peter Nolan, Windy Arbour, deposed to 
the burglary of his place in July last and the 
stealing of some carpenter’s tools, some of 
which were still missing. 

Mr. John Alibent, Belgrave square, Rath 
mines, deposed to the larceny of a rug and 
overcoat from his motor car last October. 

He identified the overcoat (produced), and 
remarked, amid Jaughter, that it had been cut 
in two since he had lost it 

STOLEN KEYS. 

Patrick Byrne, Milltown, deposed to the 
stealing of a Yale lock and about forty 
new keys from houses: which were in. the 
course of construction at Milltown Jast June. 
The Yale lock had been. screwed off a door. 
He also identified the bird cage (produced) 
as his property. ‘The loss of the keys meant 
extra trouble and expense. 

Detective Byrne deposed: to finding Mr. 
Alibert’s overcoat in Mrs. Nolan's room and 
also Mr. Alibert’s rug, a bit and brace, a 
bunch of keys and the hird cage. 

Edward Dunne, Blackrock, an employé of 
the Dublin and Alliance Gas Company, de- 
posed to the installation of a gas cooker in a 
house in Dundrum road last year, which con- 
tained a cooker pan similar to the one pro- 
duced. 

This closed the evidence for. the day, and 
Inspector Cuddihy asked for a remand for a 
week, He expected to conclude the case 
then, 

The Justice said that the Inspector: and 
his men had had “a formidable task, which 
they, had carried. out in a most admirable 
and commendable manner. 

The previous conditions. of remand. were 
allowed. 

The police authorities have still in hands 
in the Rathmines Station a number of coats.

ACCUSED MAN REMANDED. 

Detective Inspector. Patrick ©O’Connell, 
with Detective Sergeant Gibney, charged a 
middle-aged man named Thomas Patrick 
Ryan, alias John Ryan, with an address at 
Ballinafagh, Prosperous, Co. Kildare, with 
obtaining by means of false -pretences the 
sum of £14 from Messrs,: Lightfoot and Son, 
Mary’s lane, by representing to the firm that 
he had two farms of 175 .and.50 acres respec- 
tively for sale, as well as a dwelling-house, 
a horse, seven years old; a cart, trap and 
harness, some cattle. a mule and a cart and 
harness. 

The defendant was arrested at Donadea. 
Co. Kildare, by the Civic Guards on the 
previous day and was handed over te the 
Dublin detectives. 

Mr. R, McCann, 6 Prospect square, Glas 
nevin, employed by Messrs. Lightfoot and 
Son, said. that in January. last the aceused 
man came to his office stating that he had 
two farms of 125 acres for sale and offered 
them íor auction. He asked for £10 on 
account and said that Messrs. Miley’ and 
Miley, solicitors, were acting for him. Wit 
ness rang up Messrs. Miley on the telephone, 
and they told him that Ryan “was all right, 
that he had been introduced to them bv a 
very great friend. After getting the money 
Ryan made an appointment te show. them 
the land, but did not keep it, and on a later 
date when he and Mr. Lightfoot went to the 
address they found the defendant’s father 
living in a small hovel there. He said that 
he had only a small piece of land. 

Qucstioned by the defendant, the . witness 
said that Mr, Ryan, senior, had éalled ro 
his office since then and said that:he wanted 
the land sold, but: when asked how-.nuch 
he had he said it was about twenty or thirty 
acres.

James Dawson pleaded “ Not guilty ” to 
a charge of having, on February 9, 1928, 


obtained by false pretences from Denis Ferns 
thirty head of cattle with intent to defraud, 
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the charge alleging that the acensed man | 


pretended that he had funds or secured credit 
sufficient. to discharge a cheque for £1,424 10s. 
to Denis Ferns, drawn on behalf of the ac- 
cused man. On a second count he was 
charged with stealing cattle, and on a third 
count. of having secured a debt or liability 
for £546 from Denis Ferns by false pretences, 


CASE FOR PROSECUTION. 

Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), who prosecuted, said that 
this was a.case hetween a Dublin farmer or 
dairyman and a cattle dealer, the defendant. 
Substantially the chargé against the accused 
man was one of obtaining thirty cattle by 
false pretences. Both men had very large 
financial transactions both before and after 
February 9, 1928. On Febru: 2 of that 
vear the accused man owed Ferns a very 
large sum of money, amounting to £2,200 or 
thereabouts. Ferns on that date received an 
order for cattle from the accused man, and 
said that he could not let him ship these 
cattle unless he gave him a substantial pay 
ment, on account, and the accused man gave 
him a cheque for £1,424 10s., which was post- 
dated February 9, 1928, and on the latter date 
the accused man obtained thirty cows from 
him, and did not pay him. What induced 
Ferns to tet the defendant take away the 
cattle was the fact that he had in his pocket 
the cheque for £1,424 10s., but the fact was 
that there was not a penny in the accused’s 
account at the bank to meet this cheque. 

Denis Ferns, giving evidence, said that he 
received the post-dated cheque from the defen- 
dant, and it was dishonoured when pre- 
sented. 

Answering Mr. Devlin, who. (instructed by 
Mr. P. Campbell) represented the defendant, 
witness said that the business between Ferns 
and himself extended over a period of years, 
and amounted to £25,000, 

Mr. John Hughes, a bank official, said that 
when the cheque for £1,424 10s. was pre- 
sented Mr. Dawson’s account had only £19 
to credit. On that morni (February 9, 
1928) there had been £229 odd to his credit. 

Mr Devlin submitted that there was ro 
false pretence in the case, and asked “he 
Judge for a direction. 

The Judge said that he would direct the 
jury to acquit on two of the connts, but 
would leave the charge of false pretences io 
them to decide. 


ACCUSED MAN'S EVIDENCE. 

Tho defendant, giving evidence, said that 
he post-dated the cheque, as he had not at 
the time money to meet it, but he expected 
to receive certain money for cattle that he 
had sold which would meet the cheque. He 
had made Mr. Ferns certain payments in 
respect of cheques, but lost money owing to 
the existence of foot-and-mouth disease. He 
had nu ‘intention to defraud. 

lo a Juror—The bank had honoured 
cheques for £600 or £700 when his account 
was not in credit. 

Mr Hughes, recalled, said that the 
accounts showed no record of the cashing of 
such cheques. “RA 

The aeeused man stated;in further exanina- 
tion that when he gave him the cheque Mr. 
Ferns ubdérstood his posttion, and that was 
his reasólr: for“ fiving’ ‘him’ the* post-dated 
cheque. 

The jury found the a¢cused.man. guilty «7 
false preténces, and he was put back ícr 
sencvence, 


JUDGE AND LATE SITTINGS. 

When the jury had ieft court to consider 
their verdict, 

Mr. MecGuckin, who appeared to prosecute, 
asked to have a manblaughter. charge pro 
ceeded with. 

The Judge inquired if there was any 
chance of the case finishing before 5 o'clo: k, 
and was informed that there was very little 
‘prospect of it. 

The Judge said that it was most unfur 
to the «defendant and to all concerned. that 
there should be a sitting up to a late hour 
at night. It was particularly unfair to an 
accused person, after a fatiguing day 1ú 
court, to be asked to go into the witness 
box at a late hour, and he could not, under 
the Circumstances, do justice to himself. In 
this case a man’s life had been lost.

TAILORS’ TENANCY DISPUTE. 
(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

Mr. George Dundon (Messrs. Dundon 
brothers) sued Isaac Stein to recover £90 
12s. 6d., being 145 weeks’ rent, at the rate 
of 12s. 6d. a week, due iv respect of the 
occupation of rooms over the business 
premises of the plaintiff, at 54 Henry street, 
Dublin. The defendant occupied the rooms 
as working tailor from 1919 until January, 
1929. but the rent claimed covers the period 
from April 10, 1926, to January 19, 1929. 

The evidence of the plaintiff was that the 
defendant oceupied the rooms on the condi- 
tion that he should work only for the plain- 
tiff in the making of men’s clothing, for 
which he was paid at a fixed rate for each 
garment. The defendant was to do all the 
work that the plaintiff gave him to do, and 
for the period from. 1925 until 1928 he paid 
the defendant on an average £1,145 per 
‘annum. Out of, that the defendant had to 
ay his own workers. A condition of the 
letting agreement was that the defendant 
should not take in work from ahy other com- 
peting- firm; but that condition he. violated 
by takipg in work from other merchant 
tailors, as well as from private individuals. 
Then it became apparent that Mr. Stein was 
not doing the work for his (plaintiff's) firm 
in a satisfactory manner. 

DEFENDANT'S ACTION. 

The defendant brought a civil bill against 
Mr. Dundon claiming £100 damages for 
alleged breach of contract by Mr. Dundon, 
by not having given all his work to him and 
hdrassing him in some ways by locking a 
door and interfering with the defendant's 
customers, the result of which was that ‘he 
lost business, and had to leave the place in 
Junuary, 1929. 

The ,defendant admitted that he had taken 
in work from other merchant tailors, but he 
v“ontended that there was no agreement to the 
contrary. He had gathered a good business 
outside, but that was interfered with when 
he was obliged to leave the premises and 
remove to Capel street, where he set up 
business 

The Judge said that the difficulty arose 
because the parties had not put their con- 
tract in writing. He held that Messrs. 
Dundon were entitled to the rent which they 
claimed, and he gave a decree for that 
amount. With regard to the cross-actior 
brought by Mr. Stein, he thought that the 
claim was exaggerated, and he made a 
decree for £50 and costs.

COTLAGES. 


NORTH DUBLIN COUNCIL: 


| AND RATING LIMIT. 


Mr. Joseph A. O'Neill (Chairman) presided 
at a meeting of the North Dublin Rural Dis- 
trict Council yesterday. 

A letter was réad from the Local Govern- 


ment Department, dated January 15th, ap- 


Lroving of the rating limt provided for by 
Section I7 of the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 
1883, being exceeded to an extent not exceed: 
ing ód, in the £, and stating that on receipt ' 
of an application, signed by a majority of all 
the -members,.of the Council for the raising 
of the rating limit, steps would: be taken for 
the issue of the usual order in the matter. 
The- Chairman said that an -enquiry had 
been held, and an order authorising them to 
build 159 cottages was made.. Under Section 


17 of the Local Government Act. they could | 


only burden the rates with Is. 3d. in the £. 
Well, that amount would onlv be sufficient to 
build 40 or 50 cottages as well as buying the 
Jand. Now-the Ministry asked them for a 
majority application of the Council for raising 
that limit. He (the chairman) said definitely 
that he would not be a party to asking to 
have that done, because the demand of the 
Council this year on the County Council was 
increased by l1d. in the £. The Union 
demand would be increased on the ratepayers, 
at least he imagined that it would. Grange- 
gorman Asylum demand would probably be 
increased; in fact, everything was being in- 
creased. If the ‘Local Goverment Department 
wanted houses built let them provide cheap 
money—certainly the, ratepavers could not 
bear any further burden. The loss on the 
cottages last year was £4,500, and that was 
quite sufficient without asking the ratepayers 
to bear additional burdens. The Couneil had 
always done its duty to the. labourers, but 
the time had come when the ratepayers 
should be considered. 

Mr. Baggot said that the Council had done 
its duty to the labourers, and could not do 
any more. The crux was the want of cheap 
inoney. 

Mr. Lawlor suggested that the matter be 
adjourned for a full attendance. 

Mr. Kelly agreed. 

MIGRANTS FROM OTHER PARTS. 

The Chairman said that County Dublin 
built cottages fér migrants from the rest of 
Ireland... He knew farms in the County 
Dublin «where there were no Dubus men 
employed. The proper course to adopt was 
to ask the Local Government Department to 
provide cheap money, and then they could | 
go ahead. with the building of houses. 

On the motion of the Chairman, seconded 
by Mr. Baggot, a resolution was adopted 
asking the Mimstry for focal Government 
and Public Health to take the necessary steps 
to provide a long-term loan on favourable 
rates which would not involve the ratepayers 
in any extra charge over and above the 
ils. 3d. rate for the carrying out of the 
labourers’ cottage scheme. 

The letter from the Department relative to 
the rate limit was adjourned for consideration 
to a future meeting.

As announced in the Jrish Times yester-; rates were charged by » differ 
day, by a recent Order of the Railway Fa a on 
Tribunal, the “ Appointed Day,” provided 
by the Railways Act, 1924, for the operation 
of the reorganised system of charges on the 
Great Southern Railways, has been fixed as 
the 1st July, 1930. 

It will of genera] interest to svevtly 
exactly what this means. Briefly put, the 
1st July, 1930, is the day on ar we lán 

(1) The new General Railway Classification 
of Merchandise, 

(2) The new Standard Conditions of Car- 
riage, 

(5) Standard Charges, 
will come into operation so far as the Great 
Southern Railways Company is: concerned. 


GENERAL CLASSIFICATION OF 
MERCHANDISE 

Under Section 26 of the Railways Act, 
1924, the Railway Tribunal were required to 
consider ind, after hearing all parties inter- 
ested and who were desirous of being heard, 
lo determine the classification of merchandise 
applicable to the ‘‘ Amalgamated Company,” 
t.e., the Great Southern Railways Company. 
the present General Railway Classification of 
Goods, -rhich will cease to operate on the 
30th June next, consists of eight classes. It 
was based on a statutory classification pre- 
scribed in the Rates and Charges Orders of 
1891 and 1892 made under the Railway and 
Cana] Traffic Act of 1888. It has been am- 
plified and amended from time to time by a 
committee of railway managers which met in 
the Railway Clearing House, London, though 
a leaflet of Irish exceptions was dealt with 
in the Irish Railway Clearing House. Natur- 
ally, a classification produced mainly in Eng- 
land was compiled largely with regard to the 
scheme of British industrial and treding 
economics, and commodities of importance to 
the British railways secured low grading 
which their much lesser importance in the 
Irish industrial scheme would never have 
secured them in Ireland. Thus iron and steel 
manufactured so largely in Great 
Britain, were accorded a very favourable 
position in the old classification, a position 
thoroughly justified by the importance of 
these traffics to the British railways. But in 
Ireland, where the principal industry of the 
country is agriculture, the favourable treat 
ment given to iron and steel goods could not 
be justified, and could only have been con- 
tinued at the expense of our principal traffics. 

The Railway Tribunat were impressed with 
this point of view when put before them by 
the Department of Industry and Commerce 
and the traders’ representatives, and have 
deterinined an entirely new classification com- 
prising nine classes, in which the various 
traffics are placed in what is considered to be 
their proper positions in order to foster and 
develop Irish trade. It is believed that the 
determination of the Railway Tribunal which 
involved the examination of the relative posi- 
tion in the classification of the thousands of 


com- 


ness on ove of the old companies’ lines often 
suffered a disadvantage as compared with 
traders on other lines now included in 
same group of railways, and the whole sys- 
tem. was unsatisfactory, and, in a sense, 
chaotic. In future the standard charges will 
be applicable to all sections of the Great 
Southern Company’s system. The introduc-

EXUEPTIONL CHARGES. 

But while standard charges are thus 
that this does not mean that all exceptional 
or special rates will automatically disappear, 
or that the trader who formerly presented 
his traffic in a manner or under conditions 
which warranted an éxception being made 


rates will now lose the advantage he thereby 
secured. The Railways Act carefully” safe- 
guards the position of those who to-day en- 
joy the advantage of such exceptional 
vharges. All such rates which are not less 
than five or more than forty per cent. below 
the standard -charges, and which are really 
“live” rates, will be continued, provided 
the railway company and the traders so 
agree, Failing agreement, the Railway Tri 
bunal have power to decide whether or not 
these rates shall remain in existence, and 
can also determine the continuance or other- 
wise of exceptional rates outside the per- 
centage limit mentioned above. After the 
“Appointed Day”. the railway company 
may of their own volition grant new excep- 
tional rates within five and. forty per cent. 
below the standard rates, but must. report 
them to the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, who is empowered under certain con- 
ditions to submit them to the Railway. Tri- 
bunal for approval or otherwise. The latter 
body must, however, approve of all new 
exceptional rates less than five or more than 
forty per cent. below the standard rates be- 
fore the railway company ‘can put them into 
operation, 

At the end of the first. complete financial 
year after the ‘‘ Appointed Dav ” the Bail. 
way Tribunal will review the standard 
charges and exceptional rates, and can then

DEPARTMENT'S LETTER,

Mr, Michael Birmingham presided at. a 
meeting of the Irish Live Stock Exporters 
and Traders’ Association, Ltd., which was 
held in the rooms of the Association, Sack- 
ville street, Dublin, last night. 

The Department of Agriculture wrote under 
date December 20th, 1929, with reference to 
the Association’s letter relative to Kilmallock 


fair, stating that the Department were pur-. 


suing Inquiries jnto the matter. It was ob- 
served that the cruelty referred to was sub- 
sequently denied in the Press. and the De- 
partment had been advised that the  state- 
ments were much exaggerated. 

The Department would be glad to«tearn 
what steps the members of the Association 
who complained took to mitigate or prevent 
the alleged cruelty, and, further, whether any 
prosecution in the matter was instituted by 
them, or whether the Garda were asked to 
prosecute. Such was the appropriate proce- 
dure under the Protection of Animals’ Act 
of 1911. 

The Department wished to render every 
assistance possible in the matter; and aecord- 
ingly they would like to be informed whether 
the Association had communicated with the 


Fair Authority, and whether the Association 


was prepared to undertake, and so to notify 
such authority, that members of the Associa- 
tion would not attend the fair in future unless 
it was confined to the Fair Green. The co- 
operation of the trade and trade associations 
was essential towards attaining the desired 


BADLY CRUSHED CATTLE. 

The Chairman said that he took some 
springer cows out of the fair, and they were 
badly crushed. In fact, he had one of them 
yet. and it was still suffering. 

Mr. McGrenaghan said that, notwithstand.- 
ing what the Department had said, they all 
knew that no cattle coming from a fair held 
in Kilmallock streets could escape crushing, 
because the streets were so narrow. 

It was decided to communicate further with 
the Department on the matter, and to point 
out that where fair greens are provided faivs 
should be held in them, and in places where 
there were no fair greens the local authorities 
should be com olled to provide them. 

THE WATERFORD STOCKYARDS, 

Replying to a complaint about Waterford, 
the Department of Agriculture stated that 
they were anxious that stockyards at ports 
in the Free State should be sifficiently fede 
to meet at all times the requirements of the 
export trade. With regard to the Waterford 
stockyards, it appeared, however, that there 
was no available space adjacent which would 
allow of the expausion of existing accommo- 
dation in either yard, whilst the provision of 
a central stockyard would involve a very 
considerable outlay, which the Department 


would not feel justified in pressizig on the 


shipping companies concerned. 
The letter added that it was obvious that 


the interests of all concerned would be gravely 


affected if the drastic remedy were resorted 


to of prohibiting shipments altogether from 
the port pending the provision of adequate 


stockyard accommodation. 
No action was taken.

THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

The annual report submitted by the 
Secvpetary, Mr. Richard G,. Quirke, stated 
that since its fermation in 1922, the 
growth of the Irish Kennel Club had been 
phenonrinal. In 1922 they had two shows 
only, and in 1929 there were 18 shows. 
at which four point Green Star certificates 
were offered, and seven exemption shows. 
The entry at the Irish Kemne! Club Show 
was 2,149. He was sure that the maximuin 
entry had not yet been received, and he did 
not think an ultimate entry of between 2,500 
and 3,000 was beyond their power.

This throws upon the trader 
the onus of taking legal action if he considers 
himself aggrieved, and is unsatisfactory both 
to the railway company and the trader, 
Sections 40-43 of the Railways Act, 1924, 
empower the Railway Tribunal to settle stan- 
daid conditions of carriage for the Great 
Southern Railways Company, and enact that 
when sottled conditions come into force they 
shall be deemed to be reasonable. The great 
improvement in the present position will thus 
be apparent. The conditions of carriage have 
been settled. not by the railway company, but 
by the Railway Tribunal, after hearing all 
interested parties, and will be, ipso facto, 
reasonable when they become operative on the 
Ist July next. 
STANDARD CHARGES. 

The ‘‘ standard charges * which have been 
fixed by the Railway Tribunal, and which 
also come into operation on the Ist July next, 
are a necessary corollary to the Great 
Southern Railways Company's “standard 
revenue.’ When the companies now forming 
the Great Southern Company’s system were 
amalgamated under the tt fli Act, 1924, 
that Act by Section 53 prescribed that: 

“The standard charges to be fixed in

The End of a Chapter. 


The resignation of General Primo de 
Rivera, the Spanish Dictator, has been 
welcomed with joy by the people of 
Spain. Since the coup d’état of 1923 the 
country has been deprived of parliamentary 
institutions. At that time Spain was in a 
very bad way. A prolonged and unsuccess- 
ful war in Morocco was bleeding the nation 
white, and the new Dictator certainly 
earned the gratitude of his people by the 
eficient way in which he fought, and 
finally defeated, Abdel Krim, If he had 
resigned then, all might have been well ; 
but, like all dictators, he believed himself 
to be indispensable, Having abrogated 
the Constitution of 1876, he tried to win 
the sympathy of Spanish Liberalism by 
means of a series of compromises. Not 
strong enough to impose a purely per- 
sonal rule on the country, he conceived 
the idea of a gradual return to constitu- 
tional government, and ‘persuaded the 
King to support him. Thenceforward the 
Directory, of which he was the head, 
steadily lost ground. General Primo de 
Rivera attempted to create a kind of 
caricature of a Cortes, and to that end 
sought the assistance of various learned 
bodies, which were requested to nominate 
members, The Madrid Academy of 
Jurisprudence refused to have anything to 
do with the scheme. Valladolid Univer- 
sity nominated Miguel de Unamuno, whio 
had been removed from his professorial 
chair by the Dictator; and the College 
of Lawyers in Madrid sent forward the 
names of three of the general’s most 
notable opponents. 

Last year, when  Sejor 
Guerra, formerly a Conservative Premier, 
was tried by courtmartial for seédi- 
tion, he was acquitted, although his 
complicity in an anti-Government plot 
The Dictator had annoyed 
his interference with 
old traditions, His drastic censorship of 
the Press alienated not only the 
Liberals, but virtually the whole civilian 
population, and the intellectuals took 
grave exception to his treatment of proved 
patriots, such as Unamuno and Ibajfiez. 
Since the introduction of the Constitu- 
tion of 1876 the ext Catholic Party 
had been losing much of its former 
power, but General Primo de Rivera went 
so far as to close certain wniversities 
because they protested against what they 
regarded as his favouritism towards the 
Jesuits. During this time, of course, the 
Labeur-Socialist element was working 
quietly against the Directory, but it con- 
fined its overt activities to a policy of 
passive resistance. Finally, General de

on the Directorate or wil] return .imme- 
diately to a constitutional form of 
government, but there is little doubt 
that an early opportunity will be taken 
to reform the whole system. In the 
meanwhile the most interesting element 
in the situation is the position of the 
Monarchy. Kitg Alfonso was one of the 
most popular monarchs in Europe until 
the coup d'état; but his weakness in 
assenting, almost without question, to 
General Primo de Rivera’s policy has done 
much harm to the reputation of the Royal 
House. So fur, with the exception of a 
few students’ riots, there has been no 
disorder, but the next few weeks will be 
fraught with anxiety. The country’s 
economic position is parlous. At present 
the rate of exchange is thirty-eight 
pesetas to the pound sterling—the lowest 
rate since the Spanish-American .War— 
and there is much industrial unrest in 
the provinces. General Berenguer is highly 
popular with almost all classes, but his 
tact and statesmanship will be put to a 
crucial test. It is possible, of course, that 
the Cortes will be called together without 
delay, and that the régime of General de 
Rivera will be regarded, as he said 
himself, as “a brief parenthesis in 
Spain’s constitutional march.” On the 
other hand, reaction after a period of 
despotism always is dangerous. 


Transport and Poor Relief, 

While the more imaginative conceive 
vast projects for Ireland’s’ welfare, 
Dublin’s Chamber of Commerce deals with 
the dull, but necessary, problems of the 
city’s daily life. Yesterday Sir Walter 
Nugent, Bart., the outgoing President, 
dealt with two major questions—co-ordi- 
nation of transport and the cost of poor 
relief under the new Act. There has been 
much loose talk concerning the treatment 
of railway and Sir Walter’s 
contribution to the subject is effective.

He said that in 1928 no less a sum than 
£100,000 was paid by the Great Southern 
Railways Company to its servants— 
£29,000 of this amount was ex gratia—in 
pensions, grants and annuities, represent- 
ing 15 per cent, on the ordinary capital, 
whereas during the same period the ordi- 
nary shareholders received only 1 per cent. 
When we consider the trying condi- 
tions in which, owing to lack of trade, 
slender population and unfair road com- 
petition, the Irish railways find themselves 
to-day, we must admit that this effort at 
least was praiseworthy. The Great 
Southern Railways and the Irish Omnibus 
Company have entered into an agreement 
under which the public will enjoy the 
amenities of a co-ordinated service, with 
interchangeable tickets, and plans are 
afoot to provide by the same means a door 
to door delivery of goods, Hitherto the 
entire capital has been found by the two 
carrying companies, who claim that the 
scheme, in addition to the obvious advan- 
tages of better transport and the elimina- 
tion of wasteful competition, will reduce 
unemployment, since the bodies of all road 
motor vehicles will be manufactured in the 
Free State. Everything will depend, said 
Sir Walter, on the support of the public 
and the attitude of the Executive Govern- 
ment. Weshould feel more confident of the 
future of this enterprise if the Free State 
Government by now had shown an appre- 
ciation of the whole question by the 
establishment of a Ministry for Transport. 
Dealing with the unfair incidence of the 
Dublin Poor Law (Relief) Act, which in 
practice makes the City ef Dublin and the 
townships of Rathmines and Pembroke 
responsible for the upkeep of all unem- 
ployed persons who drift into the capital, 
Sir Walter Nugent was less encouraging. 
The Minister, it seems, was unable to fall 
in with the Chamber’s suggestion that the 
district responsible for a man’s birth 
should be made responsible also for his 
upkeep. Nevertheless, a grain of comfort 
exists in the fact that, as a result of the 
last deputation to the City Commissioners, 
the burden on Dublin and the townships 
for the current year will be limited to 
an amount that the Council of the 
Chamber deemed that it could accept. 
Strong representations were made to 
business men to become members of the 
Chamber, and we endorse this appeal. If 
they are blind to their own interests, which 
demand concerted action in this period of 
transition, at least let those who stand 
aside to-day realise that they owe a duty 
to others. 


Rainfall in lrelJand. 


Interesting facts concerning the rainfall 
over Ireland during 1929 may be gathered 
from an article which Mr. E. G. Ballam, 
Superintendent of the British Rainfall 
Organisations, has contributed to The 
Times. Records made at thirty-two Irish 
stations are compared with the average 
recordings of the period from 1881 to 
1915—which average has been adopted as 
a “ norm of rainfall.” In comparison 
with the “ norm,” the mean rainfall over 
the whole of Ireland during 1929 was 5 
per cent, above the average. At ten 
stations—three in Ulster, four in Leinster, 
one in Munster and two in Connaught— 
the fall was below the average. By far 
the highest increase was registered at 
Waterford and at Gorey, Co. Wexford, 
whose figures are, respectively, 24 per 
cent. and 22 per cent. above their own 
mean. On the other hand, the Counties 
of Kerry and Mayo, whose rate of

Rivieras for All. 


Nature is expelled with a fork in this age 
of substitutes. We are informed that the 
General Electric Company, an American 
institution, is perfecting a device known 
as the ‘‘ sunlight lamp.’’ Apart from its 
ordinary function of light-giving, this 
lamp will possess such hygienic powers 
that ‘‘colds and the more. serious 
ailments will diminish, nervous trouble 
will decrease and the life of man will be 
extended by many years.” In short, the 
light of this new lamp will have all the 
virtues of sunlight, Recently a New York 
savant predicted a day when cities would 
be traversed by triple rows of streets at 
different levels, giving access to the 
floors of enormously high buildings. It 
may be that the new lamp will solve the 
problem of sunlight for the lower strata 
of these incredible cities. Possibly, 
indeed, wsthetic protests will be met by 
the painting of the lower sides of the 
overhead streets in the semblance of a 
sunny sky; then the illusion, no doubt, 
will be complete. Dr. Luckeish, who 
explained the working of the lamp, pre- 
dicted that “ habits of play and work 
will be changed, social customs will be 
different, and fewer clothes will be worn 
in order to take advantage of the health- 
giving rays.’’ Perhaps, a day will dawn 
when the fresh air enthusiast will invite 
his less athletic friend to come in for a 
long walk, and the small boy, summoned 
from his indoor amusements, will be 
instructed to put a hat on his head, lest 
he catch sunstroke. Every land, in those 
golden days, will be a Riviera. It is 
unfortunate that walls and ceilings must 
be covered with substances which will 
conserve the ultra-violet radiation, in 
order to secure the full benefits of the 
new light. Such substances are expen- 
sive; yet research—if we have faith—will 
produce a synthetic substitute. 


ECONOMIC COUNCIL. 


- 


COMPOSITION, SCOPE AND 
FUNCTIONS. 


The British Treasury Minute dated 
January 27th, appointing an Economic 
Advisory Council, was issued yesterday. 
It states that the Chairman of the Council 
will be the Prime Minister. The other 
members will be the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, the Lord Privy Seal (while 
the present duties are attached to that 
office), the President of the Board of Trade 
and the Minister of Agriculture and 
Fisheries; such other Ministers as the 
Prime Minister may from time to time 
summon, and such other persons as are 
chosen by the Prime Minister in virtue 
of their special knowledge and experience 
in industry and economics. 

The purpose of the Council will be to 
advise His Majesty's Government in 
economic matters and to make continuous 
study of developments in trade and 
industry, and in the use of national and 
imperial resources, of the effect of legis- 
lation and fiscal policy at home and 
abroad, and of all aspects of national, 
imperial aré international economy, with 
a bearing on the prosperity of the country. 

The Council will be subject to the 
general directions of the Prime Minister, 
and its expenses will be borne on the 
Treasury vote. It will take over and 
expand the functions of the existing Com- 
mittee of Civil Research. 

The Council will keep in touch with 
departments affected by its work, with a 
view to the concerted study of economic 
problems of national interest. 

NO INTERFERENCE WITH 
MINISTERS. 

It will not interfere with the- functions 
or responsibilities of Ministers or of the 
departments over which they preside, and 
it will have no administrative or executive 
powers. The Chairman will appoint 
standing committees and also committees 
for special purposes. 

The functions of the Council include the 
initiation of inquiries into, and the ad- 
vising upon, any subject falling within its 
scope, including proposals for legi:!ation, 
the collation of statistical or other infor- 
mation, the preparation of a list of 
persons with industrial, commercial, 
financial and working-class experience, 
and of persons who have made a special 
study of social, economic and other 
scientific problems who might assist the 
Council by serving on committees or as 
advisers in matters of which they have 
expert knowledge. 

The Council’s report and work will be 
confidential, unless the Council advises 
the Prime Minister otherwise. Any action 
arising ont of them will be taken on the 
sole responsibility of the Government. 

Mr. T. Jones, Deputy-Secretary of the 
Cabinet, has been appointed Secretary for 
the Council. ; 

It is estimated that the additional 
charge involved in the Council will 
amount to not more than £6,500 per 
annum.

RADIUM AND CANCER

A “BOMB” WORTH NEARLY 
£50,000. 


Another step forward in the fight against 
cancer was taken yesterday, when the 
Westminster Hospital Annexe, where a 
“- bomb ” of radium will be in use day and 
night, was formally opened by Lord Lee ¢f 
Farehain. 

The National Radium Commission has 
entrusted it with four grammes of radium for 
use in a single unit. Previously the hospital 
had a one gramme “ bomb.” used for the 
mass irradiation of deep-seated cancer. 

The big “ bomb,” which is worth neariy 
£5C,000, is an unpretentious-looking device. 
The radium is cut off by a solid block of 
iead, which is pierced to allow the rays, 
when unleashed, fo emerge from the top aud 
the bottom, but not the sides.

DEATH OF A FAMOUS 
OPERA SINGER. 


EMMY DESTINN’S SEIZURE 
IN DOCTOR’S HOUSE.

BERLIN, Wednesday. 

Emmy Destinn, the famous contralto, 
died to-day at Budweiss, Czecho-Slovakia, 
at the age of fifty-two. She had paid a 
visit to a physician for the purpose of 
being X-rayed, but before she could speak 
to him she died from a stroke. 

Emmy Destinn first came into pro- 
minence when she was about twenty years 
of age while singing in the Berlin Opera 
House for the first time. After this per- 
formance she was at once engaged for the 
following five years, and continued to be 
a member of the Royal Opera House in 
Berlin until the outbreak of war. 

Her most famous réles were Carmen, 
Aida, Selika and Salome. She was also 
well known as a Wagner singer. She 
created Senta, Elsa and Elizabeth. Her 
fame, was international. She was an 
honorary member of the Covent Garden 

ra in London. In 1908 she went to 
the United States, and became a member 
of the Metropolitan Opera House in New

CABINET-MAKING 
EFFORTS. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MADRID, Wednesday Night. 

The governmental crisis, although com- 
paratively peaceful and without the 
military character some people had _ pre- 
dicted for it, still excites the most in- 
tense’ interest, and the streets and calés 
are to-night crowded with people, who are 
eagerly discussing the situation. 

The Madrid newspapers, freed after 
more than six years from the censorship, 
had so much to say regarding the Cabinet 
crisis that their regular editions could not 
contain it, and extra editions had to be 
published. 

The latest reports from the provinces 
and other cities in the country received 


the situation is‘quiet, apart from demon- 
strations by students, which were nowhere 
as serious as in the capital. 

General Berenguer received expressions 
of support from many different social and 

litical leaders during the day, assuring 
1im of. their confidence, and the desire of 
the country, peacefully and patiently, to 
give him every opportunity to develop 
his programme. 

General Berenguer discussed the politi- 
cal situation this morning with King 
Alfonso, who cancelled all his engage- 
ments in order to be free for conferences 
with the new Prime Minister. The latter 
announced to-night that the list of mem- 
bers of the new Cabinet would probably 
not be ready before to-morrow. He re- 
fused to confirm or deny persistent reports 
that Senor Francisco Cambo, the former 
Finance Minister, would be offered the 
portfolio of Finance in the new Govern- 
ment. 

General Berenguer has spent most. of 
the time since the resignation of General 
Primo de Rivera last night in conferring 
personally with the leading politicians and 
men whom he considers possible material 
for the new Cabinet. He is keeping in 
touch with various persons all over the 
country by telegraph and telephone.

DUBLIN CHAMBER'S 
SUGGESTIONS. — 


FREE STATE. | 
A MEMORABLE YEAR. 


w 
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The annual general meeting. of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce was held 
at the Commercial Buildings yesterday 
afternoon. ) 

Sir Walter Nugent, Bart., outgoing 
President, moving the adoption of the 
report and statement of aceounts, said :— 
It is customary at our annual meeting for 
the outgoing President to review the work 
of the Chamber during his year of office 
and to give such information as he ean in 
reference to existing conditions in the 
Free State—having special regard to trade 
and commerce-—-and how it is, or may be, 
affected by passing events. 

With regard to the work done by the 
Chamber, it is so completely set out in 
the Council’s report that it is not neces- 
sary for me to deal with it in any great 
detail. There are, however, two vital 
matters referred to which I would like to 
develop further—namely, transport and 
unemployment. 


ROAD AND RAIL. 

With regard to transport, last year | 
indicated that efforts were being made to 
co-ordinate road and rail services in such 
manner as to provide a full and efficient 
service for the carriage of both passengers 
and goods over the entire Free State. 
During the past year that policy has been 
initiated. 

The Great Southern Railways and the 
Irish Omnibus Company—between whom 
a working agreement has been in opera- 
tion for some time—have now perfected 
what had hitherto not proved a very 
satisfactory arrangement, and as a result 
a complete co-ordinated road and rail 
passenger service will soon exist, extend- 
In: to the remotest parts of the country, 
and interchangeable tickets for  pas- 
‘sengers, available over either system, are 
now issued by both companies. Similar 
steps are being taken to provide a door- 
to-door delivery of goods. 


EXPECTED RESULTS OF THE 
SCHEME. 

The entire capital for carrying out this 
co-ordination, so far, has been found by 
the two carrying companies, but, of 
course, the amount of success which will 
be ultimately achieved must depend to a 
great extent on 

(1) How far the services jointly ren- 
dered meet with the approval of 
the genera] public. 

(2) The attitude which the Executive 
Government adopts towards the 
project. 

The carrier companies believe that, as 

a result of their efforts 

(1) A better all round system of trans- 
port will be evolved and trade con- 
ditions will be improved. 

Wasteful competition will be elimi- 
nated and railway shareholders wil! 
receive a more adequate return on 
their investments. 

Labour conditions will mend and 
increased employment -will follow, 
as all bodies of road motor vehicle 
—most of which are at present made 
abroad—will be manufactured at 
home. | 


RAILWAY COMPANY AND 
EMPLOYES. 

In order to enable the carrier companies 
to develop and improve transport to. the 
fullest’ extent and give the maximum of 
employment. which could economically be 
given, further powers might have to be 
eranted to the amalgamated. railways, and 
possibly some assistance may be required 
to enable them to raise necessary addi- 
tional capital. This leads us to another 
phase of the problem to which I must 
briefly refer. The attention of the 
Chamber of Commerce has, I know, been 
directed to the statements which have 
been made in the Oireachtas and else- 
where, and reported in the Press, which 
convey the impression that the 
terms of employment of the. Great 
Southern Railways (which is the largest 
industrial concern in the Free State) are 
unsatisfactory to.their employes, and that 
the latter. are badlv treated as regards 
pensions, retiring allowances, etc... when 
either through redundanev or otherwise 
they have to be compulsorily retired. 

If these statements correctly describe 
the situation, I frankly admit it would be 
an unanswerable argument against carry- 
ing out the schemes I am proposing. I 
would like, therefore. to place some facts 
and figures before the Chamber, which 
will enable you to form your own opinions 
as to what are the actual prevailing von- 
ditions. 


PENSIONS AND GRANTS. 

For the year 1928, the net sum paid out 
by the railway company in pensions, 
vrants and annuities to redundant officials 
and employés amounted to nearly 
£100,000, of which sum about £29,000 was 
in respect of voluntary grants and 
pensions for which no legal obligation 
whatever rested on the railway company. 
qin a large number of cases not only 
were the pensions prescribed in the Rail- 
way Act allowed, but gratuities and small 
increases were also given, having special 
regard to the position of old and trusted 
employés. who lost their jobs through no 
fault of their own. The annual sum above 
mentioned represents nearly 14 per cent. 
on the Ordinary Stock of the company, 
whereas since the amalgamation all the 
Ordinary shareholders of the company re- 
ceived was 1 per cent. In this context it 
inust be remembered that the shareholders 
of the Irish railways are, in most cases, 
very poor people—some of them being 
absolutely destitute. 


LIBERAL TREATMENT. 


I do not suggest that eases of hardship 
may not have arisen. but I do say that the 
management, on the whole, dealt as 
liberally as possible with cases that. came 
before them, taking into consideration the 
resources ‘at their disposal. 

Summing up the position, I feel con: 
fident that investigution would show that 
the position of railway workers, in every 
grade, compares more than favourably 
with any other class of workers in the Free 
State, and that as far as the salaried class 
is concerned, both as regards salaries and 
pensions, they are better treated than 
those holding similar positions in any 
other services. not excluding pubhe 
servants, or even the Executive officers of 
the Free State

SHAFTS. 


The. mystery of the. missing Kilmac- 
thomas postman, Laurence Grifin, who 
disappeared on Christmas Day, still is 
baffling the police. Deputy-Commissioner 
Coogan, oí the Civic Guards, now is on 
the scene, and, it is understood, will 
remain in the district for some days. 

Griffin, a married man, with a young 
family, saw service in the South African 
and Great Wars. He was employed on 
the Stradbally route and last was seen at 
Stradbally, where he delivered the Christ- 
mas mail, It appears that he then left 
for KiJmacthomas, and next morning his 
undahraved bicycle was found in the road- 
way. There was no sign of a struggle on 
the road. 

When the alarm at first was raised the 
Civic Guards from several stations in 
County Waterford made extensive 
searches; as did also hundreds of people 
of the district, but without result, 


THE ARRESTS. 

Last Friday there was a somewhat 
sensational sequel to the activities of the 
Guards, when three persons were charged 
in connection with the affair. Despite 
the fact that the body has not been re 
covered, eight persons are in eustody 
charged with the murder of the missing 
postman, and with conspiracy to dispose 
of the body. The accused persons will 
be brought up in Waterford District 
Court to-morrow, 

Meanwhile many theories are being ad- 
vanced, and it is thought possible hé 
the body may have been thrown fnto one 
or other oí the shafts of the old copper 
mines in the district. At the Tankards- 
town (Bonmahon) shaft a powerful 1,000 
candle-power electric lamp was lowered 
down to the level of the case, but nothing 
tangible was revealed, and the Civic 
Guards had to admit disappointment, 


THE SEARCH. 

The grim search was continued yester- 
day, but up to a late hour last night 
proved futile. Another powerful electric 
lamp was put down the Ballinasisla shaft. 
At 500 feet level water was seen, which, 
it is presumed, is fifty or sixty feet, but 
nothing was seen floating on top. ‘The 
Guards discerned curious shaped rocks, 
among which the body may be lying. 
AIS irons will be tried before the 
diver makes his descent. It is learned 
that the water in the shaft is not stagnant. 
There is a flow to the sea, and, therefore,

Both at Tankardstown and Ballinasisla 
sentry boxes have been placed for the 
Guards, who keep vigil day and night.

For some time past rumours have been 
current of negotiations between groups of 
colliery owners in Great Britain arid the 
Association of Coal Importers in Ireland. 
According to some authorities, these 
negotiations are likely to result in a sub- 
stantial increase in the price of coal in 
both Northern Ireland and the Free State, 
An English newspaper yesterday published 
# statement by the Secretary of the 
Central Commercial - Collieries’ Associa- 
tion, in which he admitted that the main 
object of the proposed agreemeht was to 
increase the price of cval to the Ivish 
consumer. 


. THE STATEMENT. 

“ We agreed, too, that the British ex- 
porters would deal only with those im- 
porters who were parties to the agree- 
ment. 

“ We have made it a condition. hew- 
ever,” he added, “that if an important 
importer is not a member of the Irish 
Association, we must be satisfied about - .e 
reason for his exclusion before we refuse 
to sell to him. Mcreover, we will stil) be 
able to sell direct to certain of our im- 
portant customers, such as gas companies, 
who are not importers proper.” 


NEGOTIATIONS NOT CONCLUDED. 

An Iresh Times representative who made 
inquiries yesterday among merchants in 
the coal trade, found difficulty in getting 
cefinite information on the subject. Some 
of those who were seen stuted that as a 
result of the negotiations which were 
going on an increase in retail prices 
seemed inevitable; others were deter. 
mined that they would be no party to any 
increase of cost to the consumer. 

Our representative was informed that, 
while negotiations have been yoing on 
between the Collieries’ Association and 
the [rish Coal Importers’ Association, they 
have not been concluded. 


SELLING PRICES. 

Tt was also stated that no agreement, 
good, bad or indifferent,’’ had been 
entered into by members of the Irish 
Coal Importers’ Association with regard 
to fixing selling prices in Ireland, .The 
lrish Coal Importers’ Association does 
not exist for the purpose of fixing prices 
to the consumer. 

Even amongst members of the Associa- 
tion, our representative was informed, the 
public would find differences of prices for 
various grades of coal. The majority of 
Irish coal merchants seem to believe that 
the English collieries will make a great 
mistake if they attempt to raise the price 
of coal.to Ireland. 


ELECTRICITY AS A COMPETITOR.

THE LIMITATION OF 
TONNAGE. — 


During the conversations between the 
French and British delegations, says The 


/1mes of to-day, an effort has been made to | 


discover some form of compromise between 
these two views which would meet the 
principal objeciion, that a nation oughi uot. 
to be permitted to reduce the number oí its 
staaller ships in.order to build additional 
ships in a higher category, and thus possibly 
upset the whole balance of power between one 
nation and another. 

A suggestion which is believed to have won 
a considerable amount of support is the 
proposal that a modified form of tonnage py 
category should be introduced in which 
cruisers would be divided into’ two 
categories—heavy cruisers and light cruisers. 
As a Compromise proposal it is chen 
suggested that the tonnage of two 
categories—the battleships and the neavy 
cruisers—should be fixed, and no transfer of 
tonnage between these and other classes 
should be permitted. The tonnage of. the 
other categories—light cruisers, destroyers 
and sulbmarines--should also be determined, 
but between these classes a certain amount. 
of transier should be permitted—say, 10 
per cent.—subject to due notice being given 
to the other Powers. 

It is felt that the division of the fleets of 
the world into a section with a fixed tonnage 
and a section with a variable tonnage would 
also differentiate usefully between the offen. 
sive and the defensive types of vessels. {ff 
some agreement could be come to on this 
point, it would then be possible for the Con- 
ference to proceed with the next stage of its 
task, which is to discover what reduction is 
possible, first in the number of ships in each 
category, and then, in: the case of individual 
vessels, by lower tonnage and by smaller gun 
calibre.

With the reassembly of the Oireachtas? 
within the next three weeks the citizens of 
Dublin will be presented with the resalts 
of several years of official inquiry, hesita- 
tion and éxperiment in their civic affairs. 
They will be called on to digest a mass of 
complicated. legislative proposals, which 
collectively mean nothing less than a civic 
revolution. At such a moment a brief 
review of the civic events of the past ive 
years—during which the management of 
municipal and poor law affairs has been 
vested in officials of the Ministry of Local 
Government—and an effort to envisage the 
range and variety of coming changes 
would seem to be appropriate. 


THREE BILLS INTRODUCED. 


Already three bills of first-class impor 
ance have been introduced :— 

(1) The Greater Dublin measure ; 

(2) A general traffic bill, which will 
have large reactions on Dublin passenger 
transport ; and 

(3) Senator 
Bill. | 

As to the probable details of these 
measures, we are aware of the provisions 
of the Town-planning Bill; and, as the 
result of semi-official forecasts—since 
officially confirmed—we have available in- 
formation as to the general scope and pro- 
posals of the coming Greater Dublin 
measure. The recommendations of the 
Inter-Departmental Committee on Road 
Traffic may be taken broadly to indicate 
the lines on which Mr. Mulecahy’s Traffic 
Bill will:be framed. 

In addition to these proposals, further 
interlocking legislation—based upon the 
reports of official Commissions—is inevit+ 
able. Riga legislation involves — 

(1) Mr. McGilligan’s as tinge to give 
effect to the findings of t sg “ii 
Court of Inquiry, which calls for the oo- 
ordination of tramway and omnibus: traffic 
in Dublin ; 

(2) A bill to re-organise poor law ad- 
ministration in the City and County of 
Dublin; and

of the Port and Harbour Inaairy 


Tribunal. 


THE CITY COMMISSIONERS. 


As an approach to the major proposals 
of the Greater Dublin Bill, it will be 
convenient to consider the admitted 
advantages, and some of the less obvious 
disadvantages, which Dublin has derived 
from the complete suspension of represen- 
tative civic government and the control of 
aiministration by specially deputed de- 
partmental officers of the Ministry for 
Local Government. That *‘ Commis- 
sioner ’’ control has, in fact, meant the 
personal rule of the Minister for Local 
Government: is not merely an inevitable 
conclusion from unknown relationships, 
but has been proved by the Minister’s re- 
fusal to answer questions from deputies 
on Dublin civic affairs, on the grounds 
that such questions were matters for the 
Commissioners—thus closing the only 
channel through which public representa- 
tives could hope to influence the ten- 
dencies of civic control. Even to-day, 
therefore, after five years of virtual muni- 
cipal dictatorship, the only information 
available upon which to judge the Com- 
missioners’ record is such as they, of their 
own accord, have chosen to place at our 
disposal.

Johnson’s Town-planning 


RATE REDUCTIONS. 


Very full credit has been given to the 
Commissioners for their skill and industry 
in cutting down municipal and poor law 
That some credit in that respect 1s 
due is beyond question ; but that too much 
has been given is evident to any observer 
who realises that monetary deflation—the 
action not of the Commissioners, but of 
the Treasury and the Bank of England— 
has automatically brought down the rate 
expenditure of every public authority. In 


-order, -therefore, to ascertain the actual 


savings which are properly attibutable to 
the Commissioners it would be necessary 
to ascertain the relative purchasing powers 
of £1 in 1923 and oí £1 in 1929. 

Other; and scareely less. important, 
factors to be ascertained are the extent to 
which the Commissioners have been per- 
mitted to exercise borrowing powers which 
might have been denied to a popularly 
elected body, and the liberality with which 
they have been treated, as compared with 
other local authorities, in the allocation of 
grants from Government housing funds 
and from the Road Fund. When these 
factors have been balanced it will become 
possible to give the measure of credit 
which is due to the Commissioners in their 
capacity as the financial trustees of the 
citizens. 


STREET-MAKING AND HOUSING 

Whatever ‘credit may, or may not, be 
due to the Commissioners as financial! 
trustees, two or three quite remarkable 
achievements stand to their credit and to 
the credit of the Ministry of Local Govern- 
ment. They have built’ more houses 
within the last five years than the Corpora- 
tion provided in the previous three 
decades ;. and they have given us cleaner 
and better. surfaces on our principal 
streets than the Corporation, in all 
probability, would have given us in the 
next twenty years. In doing these things 
they have earned the praise and the envy 
of other municipalities. They have, im 
these matters, done much to restore and 
increase the prestige of Dublin. 

Yet it must be recorded that the Com- 
missioners, whether due to the temporary 
character of their appointments and their 
subordinate relationship to the Ministry 
of: Local Government, or to lack of 
the necessary courage and vision, have 
failed to represent the ype — many 
large issues. of civic policy dem 
sm oR They have toyed with the 
whole vital question of town-planning ; 
they. have stood aside, either helpless or 
indifferent, . while issues $ as the 
placing of ‘new bridges and the regulation 
of. street transport have been determined 
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by other, authorities.. They, have. 
tained regrettable silences on. 
the future relationship of the city

WHERE RESPONSIBILITY LIES. 

Where does the real responsibility lie 
for these effects of the last six years’ 
civic administgation? Quite clearly upon 
the shoulders of the authority who ap- 
pointed the Commissioners—the authority 
who can confirm or veto their decisions 
and terminate or prolong their terms of 
office. Nominally and constitutionally 
that authority is the Oireachtas; iu 
reality it is the Ministry of Local Govern- 
ment. To that Department, and to its 
Ministerial chicf, must be given the main 
credit for the achievements of the Com- 
missioners, and to it must also be assigned 
full responsibility for the limitations and 
the breakdowns of the system. If the 
civic organism has failed to discharge any 
of its major functions, and if the civic 
spirit and conscience have suffered 
atrophy, the responsibility is the respon- 
sibility of the Minister of Local Govern- 
ment and of his colleagues of the 
Executive Council. 

PRESENT AND FUTURE. 

Two vitally important questions demand 
answers. When, and how. does the 
Minister intend to provide the means by 
which the 320,000 citizens of the City of 
Dublin may again be placed in a position 
to give expression to their civic minds 
and ambitions? Is the necessary organ o‘ 
expression only to be ena ws after depart- 
mental bureaucracy has determined every 
inajor civic issue—cast the mould within 
which public opinion must adjust itself 
and rivetted home the plates of the new 
water-tight compartments inside which the 
civic outlook is to be imprisoned? Are 
the citizens of Dublin to remain passive 
while the coastal townships settle the 
boundaries of Greater Dublin in private 
conclave with the Minister of Local 
Government, and while a new kind of 
municipal garment of shreds and patches 
is in process of fabrication behind tho 
closed doors of Government offices and 
party committee rooms? 

While one fears that the answer to 
these questions, at the stage we have now 
reached, must be substantially in the 
affirmative, it is. necessary to remember 
that certain platforms are available—ani 
others which can be made available—for 
the expression of citizens’ opinions; but 
only on one condition. That condition is 
that the citizens shall cease to be in- 
different, that they shall become alive to 
the gravity of the issues at stake, and 
shall become vocal. It is with the pur- 
pose of provoking discussion that the 
present writer purposes, in.a further con- 
tribution, to examine the official forecast 
of the main provisions of the Greater 
Dublin Bill.

TRAFFIC TOLL IN 
FREE STA'TE. 


206 FATAL ACCIDENTS 
LAST YEAR. 


The summary of traffic accidents for the 
Irish Free State for the year 1929, which 
has just been issued by the Civic Guard, 
shows a targe increase in the number of fatal 
accidents as compared with the previons 
years. 

For the area there were a total of 206 
fatal accidents, as compared with 112 for 
the year 1928, while in the Dublin Metro- 
politan Division alone fatal accidents 
increased from ó0 in 1928 to 66. in 1929. 

An analysis of the figures shows that the 
number of fatal accidents in which 
omnibuses were involved was greater, in pro- 
portion to the number of those vehicles on 
the road, than those in which other 
mechanically - propelled and horse-drawn 
vehicles were concerned, 

In the Dublin Metropolitan Division the 
number of accidents involving pedestrians 
was 54 out of 66, and the majority of these, 
as subsequent proceedings showed, were the 
result of negligence or carelessness on the 
part of the estrian.

PRIMARY CAUSES. — 

The primary causes of the accidents are 
acts of carelessness, such as crossing streets 
not at crossings, crossing diagonally, walking 
on roadway, suddenly running from footway, 
and boarding or alighting from vehicles in 
motion. These constitute 123 out of the total 
of 206 for the whole ne um Free State, and 
all the victims were estrians, 

Another point of interest is that of the 51 
deaths caused by mechanically-propelled 
vehicles, 25 were caused by omnibuses in the 
Dublin Metropolitan Division. 

The total number of private motor cars in 
use in Dublin City and County in August last 
was 16,109, and in the whole of the Free 
State 29,439, as against a total of 705 omni- 
buses in the whole of the country. 


SCHEME OF SUPERVISION. |

JAPANESE, CLAIMS 


anime 
ITALIAN, DELEGATES 
AND PROGRESS. 


The following may be regarded as the 
view in Italian Conference circles with 
regard to the progress of the naval dis- 
cussions in Landon. First of all, it is 
necessary to warn the public of the 
danger of believing many reports as to 
discord and bickering among the delega- 
tions. These reports aro absolutely mis- 
leading. The Italians are pleased at the 
prevalent good feeling and understanding 
of one another's point of view.

JAPANESE ATTITUDE,

matters forward. The French compro-

issue, which is believed to be the method 
of limitation, global or categorical.

REAR-ADMIRAL BEAMISH 
ON THE CONFERENCE. 


Rear-Admiral Beamish, M.P., address- 
ing members of the Oxford University 
Conservative Association last night, 
alluded to the many difficulties that face 
the Naval Conference. “Perhaps the 
greatest of these,” he said, “is the lack 
of trust between the nations, and jealousy. 
Then you have the United States. They 
are emphatically determined, as far as 
they can, to humble this country, to make 
their wealth felt, and to exercise world 
domination. We run a big risk at this 
Conference. Is it wise for us to be meek? 
Are we playing the game by the British 
Empire by being meek? My contention 1s 
that our policy is a mistake. We run a

“ There is a very grave risk that this 
It is cowardly of the 
people of this country if they do not stand 
up for themselves.”’ 

Discussing the freedom of the seas in 
war, Admiral Beamish said that, speaking 
plainly, it meant the destruction of this 
country. Another reason, he said, for this 
demand for the freedom of the seas in 
war is a determination among many oi 
the nations of the world—and partacu- 
larly the United States—to utilise the 
troubles of others to make vast profits for 
themselves.

THE GOUNTRY'S PROGRESS. 

Now that my period of office is at an end, 
and I am on the point of turning over the 
presidency of the Chamber to my successor, 
it is pleasant to be able to record 
that the Free State has made memorable 
progress during the year which. has 
passed. Imports and exports for 1929 both 
show an increase over 1928, and, though 
bank deposits are down, advances to cus- 
tomers show an increase which would sug:

The completion of the Shannon 
scheme and the increased work being done 
at the Ford Factory are both features worthy 
of being recorded, and point to renewed acti-

A record harvest was successfully saved, 
but the agricultural interests, which, after 
all, ave the .most important assets. we have, 
are still not on a very satisfactory footing, 
notwithstanding the very great efforts which 
we all acknowledge have been made, and are 
being made, by the Minister of Agriculture. 
We hope that in the coming year further 
steps will he taken to enable farmers, not 
only to recover from the losses of the 
strenuous times that are past, but also to 
brighten their future ontlook. 

THE GHAMBER'S ACTIVITIES. 

Before sitting down [ would like to thank 
the Chamber and members of the Council for 
the consideration they have shown and help 
they have given me in the past year, without 
which my task would have been an impos- 
sible ‘one, 

The various steps that the Chamber has 
recently taken, both as regards the satisfac- 
tory fixing of charges for electricity in the 
Dublin area, as well as in distributing the 
cost for Poor Law Relief, are within the 
memory of you all, and I only mention them 
so that the work ,of the Chamber may be 
fully appreciated by nan-members, in the hope 
that my successor may secure for himself 
and the Dublin Chamber an even greater 
measure of. support than I have been able to 
secure, 

APPEAL TO CITY TRADERS. 

Cancluding his remarks, the President said 
that he wished, on behalf of the Chamber, 
to appeal -for new members. They had 
recently had an illustration of what the 
Chamber of Commerce could accomplish. On 
behalf of the Council, he wished to pay a 
tribute-to the good terms prevailing between 
the Chaniber of Commerce and the Ministry. 
Quite recently there was a little difference 
of opinion betwetn the Council and the 
Ministry as to the manner in whick the 
cost. of poor relief under the new Act shouid 
be apportioned. It had been suggested that 
the City of Dublin, Rathmines, and Pem- 
broke should bear the entire burden. The 
Minister could not see his way to go as 
far as the Chamber of Commerce wanted. 

As a result, however, of the efforts of the 
last. deputation to the City Commissioners, 
they had agretd to the levy on Dublin and 
the townships for the current year shauld 
only be at the rate which the 
it was prepared to accept. In the interests 
of the commercial community of Dublin, he 
again appealed for increased membership. 

CONCESSIONS SECURED. 

Mr. George N. Jacob, seconding, 
ported the appeal of the President to the 
business community to give better support 
to the Chamber. He recognised, ha said, 
that there was a number of important busi- 
ness concerns that. were not properly repre- 
sented, and he conceived it was their duty 
to be represented. The Chamber worked 
for the whole of the business community, 
and they had succeeded: in geitirng many 
concessions from the Government. Although 
they had not always got all they asked for, 
they had gucceeded in influencing the Minis- 
ters, and had kept them from doing things 
thay would otherwise have done. The 
deputations from the Chamber to Ministers 
and Government . officials’ had been of in- 
caleulable advantage to the city as a whole. 


Some people might think that the work | 


they had done in connection with the Dublin 
Poor Relicf Bill was work thrown away, 
but such was not the case. The action that 
the Chamber took in bringing the matter so 
prominently forward had been the means of 
so infiuencing the Government that they had 
given directions about the administration and 
distribution of the relief, so that the increase 
in the rates would be far less than it might 
otherwise have been. 

LOCAL GOVERNMENT FRANGHISE. 

Mr. D. J, Cogan said that in the annual 
report which had been circulated amongst 
members they would see reference to the 
question of Local Government Franchise. The 
Council of the Chamber had taken this matter 
up early last year and had considered the 
position very fully. They had sent a deputa- 
tion to the Minister for Local Government in 
order to impress upon him the desirability 
of giving in the Greater Dublin Bill reprecen- 
tation to the mercantile community. The 
tendency for the last twenty years or so had 
been towards the creation of limited liability 
companies, and in every case where a private 
concern had been converted into a limited 
liability concern the franchise had been lost 
to the previous owners, That position had 
been recognised in Northern Ireland, and a 
little while ago Northern Government 
had introduced a measure giving répresenta- 
tion to maid registered company, public and 
private, What the Chamber of Commerce 
had asked the Minister to do was to take 
similar action to give limited liability com- 
panies, according to the valuation of their 
property within the Greater Dublin, the right 
to have the names of a certain number of 
representatives of the company registered 
upon the hist of voters, and so enabling them 
to contest elections and gain representation 
on the City Council. The Minister had pro- 
mised to give the matter full consideration.

Sir Kingsley Wood—Is the Foreign Secre- 
tary fully seized of the serious allegations 
made by the Attorney-General against an 
Italian subject in a criminal trial last week, 
and is it true that, under the present Treaty, 
if representations were made the British 
Government in such cases, provision is made 
in the Italian Penal Code by which the Italian 
Government themselves can take action ?

A debate on Empire Free Trade was 
initiated in the House of Commons to-day 
by Mr. Remer, Conservative member for 
Macclesfield.

Mr. J. Scott, the works manager, informed 
me that at the present moment they were 
hampered through insufficient storage accom- 
modation, but when this defect had been filled 
and further additional transformers erected 
within the next few months their output will 
be considerably increased. 

“ We cast more than three hundred tons 
of scrap on Wednesday,” he added, *‘ and 
are increasing the number of tractors manu- 
factured daily. Our “record” ‘output of one 
hundred and eighty. tractors yesterday. will 
be exceeded before the end of to-day.”’ 

In asking Mr. Clarke to convey the request 
of the Commissioners, that Mr. Ford's 
itinerary this year should embrace. Ireland, 
Mr. Wallace said that they would welcome 
these benefactors of Cork to their city, and 
were desirous merely of expressing their grati- 
tude to the founder and principals of that 
great firm. 


CONDITION OF VICTORIA QUAY. 

During their visit to Messrs. Fords the 
Commissioners investigated the condition of 
the surface of Victoria quay, the principal 
approach road to the Ford Factory. Portion 
of this is the property of the Corporation ; 
the remainder belongs to the Harbour Com- 
wissioners. Complaints have been made by 
the workers at Fords that, in going to and 
coming from their work, they have to wade 
through mud in places. 

At to-day’s meeting of the Board, strong 
protests were entered when a. letter was 
read from the City M r, Mr, P, Mona- 
han, suggesting that the Commissioners 
should bear one half of the cost of repairing 
the area of road under the cogtrol’ the 
Borough Council. Fea oe : 

Mr. J. Horgan said that this. expreasíion 
was opposed to the views of “the' entire 
Berough Council. i 

Mr. F. J. Daly said that this did not 
finish the matter. The way he would 
about the matter would be to approach the 
Corporation—he meant the real Corporation 
of twenty-one members—and suggest to them 
that the Board should advance the necessary 
money to them to carry out the Corporation's 
portion of the work, or else that the Board 
would do their work and let them repay 
what it would cost, such repayment to be 
spread over a number of years. He 
suggested, in the interests of the cify, that 
the whole matter of the disgraceful condition 
of Victoria Quay and the approach to Ford's 
works be brought to a bead by putting into 
operation the proposal that he had made. 

Mr. Horgan said that the City Manager 
had all the powers to execute the work, but 
he was acting contrary to the interests of 
Cork, and after further discussion it was 
decided to bring the matter up again at the 
next meeting of the Board on a report from 
the Committee. 


BEEF PRODUCTION 
IN IRELAND, 


CHANCE TO CAPTURE 
BRITISH MARKET, 


The annual meeting of the North-West of 
Ireland Agricultural Society was held in the 
Chamber of Commerce Offices, Derry, yester- 
day afternoon, when Dr. W. Rankin, Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee, presided 
over a large attendance. 

The Chairman said that some striking 
articles were published in the London Times 
about nine months ago on beef production hy 
Sir William Haldane. The subject was also 
very ably and exhaustively dealt with by 
Dr. Gordon, Secretary to the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Northern Ireland. Great Britain 
had to depend on overseas supplies for fifty- 
eight per cent. of all beef consumed. Forty 
per cent. of this came from the Argentine 
alone. 

The meat war, which only came to an end 
about eighteen months ago, had, however, 
seriously depleted Argentine herds, as many 
breeding animals and young stock went to 
the butcher. Because of, this depletion the 
elaborate plant erected by the beef-supplying 
companies became more or less of a white 
elephant when supplies fell. and consequenily 
had to be closed down. Jt was highly im- 
probable that it would ever be started again.

IS IT SATISFACTORY? 

Kk sheep likely to prove as profitable in 
A the future as has been the case in the 

past few years’ During the period of 
depression through which farmers have been 
passing there has been « very general unanimity 
that sheep constitute one of the few branches 
of the farming industry which have been pay- 
mg fairly well. In comparison with the 1911. 
13 level prices of sheep since the war -have 
shown on the average a considerably greater 
increase than in the case of many other 
‘lasses of agricultural produce. There has, 
however, been a tendency for prices of sheep 
to fail during the past year or two. 


Free State Sheep Supply. 

In the Irish Free State the changes in the 
numbers of sheep have been somewhat dit. 
ferent from those in the North. The maximum 
sheep population of the 26 counties, now com- 
prising the Irish Free State, occurred as far 
hack as 1868, when the numbers were 
4,580,139. By 1882 this figure had fallen to 
2,879,506, and there was a general upward 
movement until 1892, when the numbers were 
4,396,379. The increase during these years 
thus corresponded with that which took ‘place 
in the six counties, now known as Northern 
Ireland. But there has been no upward 
movement in the sheep population of the Free 
State in recent years corresponding with that 
which has occurred in the six counties. In 
1919 the number of sheep was 3,045,158, and 
a subsequent decline took place, until in 


From 1922 to 1927 the sheep 


1923. the number was only 2,666,178. Sinee 
then there has been a steady increase, -and 
in 1929 the sheep. population of the Freé 
State was only 3,575,437. 


Sheep in the North. 


The sheep population ofthe six ‘county 
area increased steadily from 186.896 ir 1884 
to 451,398 in 1892. Thereafter for o period af 
almost thirty years the number. of sheep m 
the six counties remained relatively 
stationary, and subject to fluctuations within 
eomparatively narrow limits. From: 1893 to 
1918, the smallest..number.of sheep returned 
was 547,971 in - 1913, and. the highest 
422,880 in 1908. After the conclusion of the 
Great War the number of sheep in 1919 was 
about 240,000, but in each subsequent year, 
with the exception of 1925, the numbers 
showed an increase, and in 1929 had risen 
to 654,589. 

‘In England and Wales the general tendency 
has for the number of sheep to show 
“% progressive decline. The average numbers 
for the five years 1871-75 were 21,629,000 and 
for the quinquennium 1921-25 only ae ma. 
ation in- 
creased from 13,438,020 to 17,072,275, bat 
during each of the past two years there has

Our export of eggs for the eleven months 
January to November, 1929, were valued at 
£3.107,835; against a negligible. import, 
£16.455. lf these figures-.are compared: with 
the exports and imports of porter, ale, beer, 
spirits and wimc, it will be found that an 
addition of 25 per cent. to our present ex- 
port of eggs. at current average prices: will 
bring these branches of trade ‘(eggs and 
intoxicants) almost level. “The great import- 
ance of this branch of agricultural economics 
will be better appreciated if it is looked at 
from another. angle. That mine of informa- 
tion, the ‘‘ Agricultural Statistics of Saorstat 
Eireann, 1847-1926,’’ shows that the number 
of: head of: poultry in the 26 counties rose 
from well under six millions in the former 
vear to 21,366,801 in the latter. Moreover, it 
is a business which has shown signs of .in- 
creasing lucrativeness. 7 

The valne of, the eggs soporte in the 
eleven months ending November: 60. last year 
exceeds that of the corresponding export for 
1928 by over £100,000, in spite of the fact 
that the quantity in the later year was less 
by over 225,000 great hundreds than: the 
quantity in the earlier. ‘The figures quoted 
below show that the dimunition in quantty 
is now being compensated for, and an effort 
is being made to supply the demand, vir- 
tually ywnlimited, for fresh Irish eggs in 
England. 


Cur Unexhausted Possibilities. 

The percentage of eggs shipped from Ire- 
land. through the five principal importing 
ports in the second = week of the present 
month was neatly double that for “the pre- 
vious week. . The two s@éts of figures are 
29,165 and 14,761. great hundreds,. respec- 
tively. It is only, however, when we come to 
compare. this with “our yearly export, and 
still more with the extent of our possibilities, 
that it will be seen -how much better we 
might ..still .do.. Saorstat. Eireann and —Den- 
mark are able to appropriate to themselves 
about 40 per cent. of the total output of 
eggs imported into the neighbouring. island ; 
the actual percentage in 1928 was 39.7, and 
Denmark’s share of it was only a half of one 
per cent, greater than ours. 

But when we look into the cnrrent figures, 
what do we find happening? For the. week 
referred to, ; Denmark’s. share in the egg 
Thus, 
taking the round of the year, Ireland can 
place, egg for egg, an equal quantity of 
eggs, upon the British breakfast table 
with Denmark-; but, restricting our observa- 
tion to a typical winter week, we have only 
placed the equivalent (roughly) of a two days’ 
supply relatively to Denmark’s seyen days. 
fhe importance of increasing this output will 


-be seen by a reference to the prices paid. 


Lhe Danish price is listed at from 16s, 3d. 
to 18s, in London; ours at 18s. 6d. to 129s. 
6d. in Liverpool; and, whilst the highest 
price quoted in the same. ‘ist for Belgian eggs 
was 153. 6d., that country considered it worth 
while to despatch 37,282 great hundreds,or over 
25 p.c. in excess of our export. Another 
aspect of the subject is equally striking. Den- 
mark's export to Britain “runs at about 
100,000 great hundreds per week during the 
course of a year; so does ours—very nearly. 

But in winter the weekly export (main- 
average- yearly 
figure) declines in Ireland to less than one. 
third, Jt is useless to reply to such facts as 
these that Ireland should seek some more 
ambitious réle than furnishing the British 
breakfast table. The point is that until we 
can find a more lucrative vay of life our ex- 
ports must inevitably continue; but. without 
some radical change of plan. that way of 
life is going to bring us less recompense than 
the British markets are-ready to give us. 
Since we must export, we should export when 
prices are above, not below, the yearly 
average. 


Organisation and the Egg Farmer. 

Of course, however, thére is little or no 
progress to be made towards the increase of 
any branch of agricultural production merely 
by telling farmers that they ''ought ” to 
grow this or to produce that. If they do not 
know what it pays best to raise, they think 
they do. The facts, if known ard noted—

bacon consumed in Great Britain comes.

The Continental producer has been able to 
achieve standafdisation by concentration: on

There is abundant evidence that the feeding 
and the general method. of rearing makes a 
very considerable difference to the thickness 
of the meat on a carcaseé and the proportion 
of lean to fat. The extreme limit-of wheat 
was possible in the production ofa minimum 
of lean and a maximum of fat was shown In 
much of the maize-fed bacon imported from 
America during the war years. Similarly fed 
pigs are still to be seen in our own markets, 
though the use of mulling offals and barley 
meal produces a carcase with a better propor- 


tion of lean meat. 


Balanced Rations. 

Experience shows that a balámeed ration 
with a ratio-ol 4 or 5 of carbohydrates to 
1 of protein gives a_carcase with a fairly 
high proportion of lean meat, and if the pig 
is kept. long enough to grow to a 
fair size, and is not- over-fattened, a 
good bacon —carcase Is assured. It 
has also to be remembered that | 
all the lean meat of any animal is really 
muscle, the size of the muscles can be i 
creased by exercise, and that the pig which 
runs in the open for a good part of its life Is 
likely to have bigger museles, and, therefore, 
more lean meat, than the pig which has spent 
all its life:in a sty. '

Retaining the Young Flesh. 

From our experience with cattle, as well as 
with pigs, we know that by doing the animal 
well when. young and giving meals or. cakes 
rich in protein we geh a carcase better. filled 
behind the shoulder, and with a better loin 
and rump than in an under-fed animal, “asd 
this knowledge can be applied to the feeding 
of pigs. ‘The supply of bone-forming material 
is important with pigs, too, so that there 
may’ be a well-developed frame to, carry the 
muscles. ’ “ 

For this purpose, nothing beats-fish meal, 
which coftains.15 or 16 per cent. of phos- 
phate of lime in easily digested form, As the 
fish meal also contaims 55-per cent. of animal 
protein, .it? ia one, oí the best -lean meat 
builders available, and should always be 3nh- 
cluded in quantities of from 5 to 10 per cent. 
in all ralions intended for the production of 
lean: meat; In general, it is well to restrict 
fish meal (which should be from white- 
meated fish; and contain not more than 5 per 
cent. of oil) to 5 per cent. of the ration, and 
add -bean meal or cocoanut meal, palm kernel 
meal, or maize. gluten feed to supply the 
balance of protein. 


Some Useful Hints. 


A great mistake commonly made is the 
idea that.a pig must be specially fattened. 
This is not so. The pig designed for killing 
as a porker at 80 to 100!bs.,: dead: weight, 
shquld be kept fat from the teat. The pig 
designed: for bacon should be kept in good 
growing condition, and always fresh, so that 
by slightly increasing its food when 22 or 24 
weeks old it is’ fit to kill for bacon at 26 
or 30 weeks from birth, and has not more 
than 14 or 14 inches of fat on its back. The 
proper hive weight for a bacon-pig is 224lb., 
but if a'pig is made to reach this weight 
with three inches of fat on its back it is a 
bad carcase, being too small and too fat. 

Provided the food contains a sufficient pro- 
portion of protein and bone-formers,; it mat- 
ters little what the ingredients are of which 
the ration is made, so far as the carcase and 
its proportion of lean meat -are concerned. 
With a deficiency of flesh and bone-formers— 
l.e., With an excess of carbohydrates over 
protein and mineral matter—the carcase will 
be far too fat when it reaches the right 
weight; and, further, it: will. have cost far 
more per pound to produce. This cost per 
pound.ig the important point for the feeder, 
and the correctly balanced ration, made of 
highly digestible ingredients, gives by far the 
most economical and _ satisfactory results. 
when fed in moderate quantity, with a little 
bulky food, such as roots, green stuff, or 
grass. 

The bacon. factories should encourage this 
sort of feeding by paying at a higher rate for 
the ideal carcases. and they will soon get 
what they want. But if they want a carcase 
with plenty of lean meat, they must not dis- 
courage the use of foods known to produce 
lean meat, but advise and guide as to their 
proper use. If the breeder, the feeder, and 
the factory managers all co-operate, we can, 
it is certain, produce bacon pigs of as high 
quality-.as the Danes, and probably at a 
ebeaper rate. W. B.
